LODGE TO SUCCEES HARVEY? 


The rumor that Harvey is to be recalled 
from Lodon and Senator Lod^e appointed 
in his place seems to be still current in 
Washington and there are obvious reasons 
for believing that there may be something 
in it. 
The Philadelphia Record, however, 
while accepting the likelihood of Harvey s 
recall, is doubtful whether Lodge will be 
chosen to succeed him because the Massa­ 
chusetts senator “had always cultivated an 
anti-British pose in order to ingratiate him­ 
self with a large element in Massachusetts 
ihat is strongly antagonistic to John Bull.” 
These doubts of the Philadelphia paper 
icem to imply a degree of consistence on 
Mr. Lodge’s part of which he has seldom 
been guilty. Just because he has been anti- 
•Britsh while a senator, the Record seems to 
think that he will continue anti-British and 
therefore would not be suitable as ambas­ 
sador to Britain.

Mr. 
Lodge’s convictions are not nailed down. 
They are most of them removable and re­ 
versible at a moment’s notice. 
He used to

defender. 
He has 
ne\er been 
friendly to John Bull because that would 
have cost him votes in Massachusetts, but 
when he no longer needs those votes he 
will be just as chummy with Mr. Bull as 
Harvey himself. 
There may be other reasons for doubting 
whether Senator Lodge will be sent to the 
Court of St. James, but his anti-British atti- 
’ tude during pBst years is not such a reason.

THE CASE OF SEMENOFF. 
General Semenoff, whose unsavory rec­ 
ord is now being explored extensively as a 
result of the General’s rashness in coming 
to this country, is generally styled in the 
* dispatches 
“the 
anti-Bolshevik 
leader.” 
Semenoff was an anti-Bolshevik leader at 
least a part of the time, but all the time and 
invariably he was a pro-Semenoff leader. 
Very early in the Siberian affair he was 
recognized for what he was— a bandit in 
Siberia and Americans and British who 
knew* Russia and whose sympathies were 
with the anti-Bolshevik movement in that 
country did not undertake to defend Sem­ 
enoff. 
More often, on the contrary, they 
denounced him as a brigand who was out 
for himself and himself alone and who was 
sure to bring discredit upon the whole anti- 
Bolshevik cause. 
Hence it seems scarcely fair to regard 
Semenoff as typical of the Russian leaders 
who headed the several movements against 
the Lenine regime. 
The others may have

ice,” a phrase which means nothing at all 
unless it is explained, as it is evidently not 
going to be.

The Times, “President 
Harding is not willing to see his party eat 
its own words and do shameful and lawless 
things under cover of his alleged approval, 
he will take 
occasion to make a public 
statement much more explicit and vigorous 
than his semi-apologetic letter.”

will come from the president.

sence the conclusion formed by the public 
regarding the episode will stand and the 
sentiment of some millions of Americans to­ 
wards Mr. Harding will not be quite what 
it was before this thing occurred.
